“Since that time, Mark has been filling in where needed and has proven he can
manage in the capacity as Director of Banking and Deputy Commissioner.”

Commissioner Noll said that Davis offers invaluable expertise and
understanding of the business community. “In the last year we’ve made it
easier for businesses to do business in and with the state,” said Noll. “Just this
year we made it possible for corporations to file articles of incorporation
online—a process that used to take 6 weeks now takes about 6 minutes. Mark
knows what the business community wants and will help move our department
further in that direction.”

Davis has worked for the last 30 years in the public and private sectors of the
legal profession in both Alaska and Washington D.C.
